Subject. — Import of raw materials/components and spare parts against 
actual user licences granted to industries in the scheduled and non- 
scheduled sectors Including small scale industries . 

No. 19-ITC(PN) /63.—With a view to give industry greater flexibility in the 
use of the foreign exchange released to it, it has been decided as follows. 

2. Holders of Actual User licences for raw materials may, in their discretion, 
import more or less of any items of raw materials/romponenH covered by their 
licences, subject to the condition that the excess in respect of any individual item 
will not exceed 25 per cent of the quantitative limit, if any, indicated in the 
licence itself. Further, within the face value of the licence, the licence-holder 
will be allowed to import permissible spare parts and small tools required for 
the purposes of his factory, provided that the value of such imports will not 
exceed 25 per cent of the face value of the licence and further that banned items 
of spare parts and small tools should not be imported under this scheme. 

3. The above facility will be allowed by the Customs authorities on the 
strength of this Public Notice and it will not be necessary for licence-holders to 
get their licences specially endorsed for this purpose. 

Subject. — Import of Advertisement Blocks. 

No. 20-ITC(PN)/6S.—Attention is invited to para, 28(e) of Chapter 4 of the 
Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1961, wherein it has been provided that con¬ 
signments containing advertisement blocks, supplied free of charge, will be 
allowed to be cleared without import licences, provided that the value of the 
consignment does not exceed Rs, 250. 

In view of the representations received from the trade, it has been decided 
to raise the value-limit of Rs. 250 per set of Advertisement Blocks to Rs. 500 
per set, in the above para. 

Subject. —Cotton Textiles Export Incentive Scheme-Import, of Reactive 
Dyes and Vat Pastes excepting Vat Jade Green Paste for the use of 
Screen Printers and Processors. 

No. 21-ITC(PN)/83.—Attention is invited to Public Notice no. 109-ITC(PN)/62, 
dated the 4th September, 1952. 
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2. It has bean decided to allow the import of Reactive Dyes and Vat Pastes 
excepting Vat Jade Green Paste under the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion 
Scheme for the use of Screen Printers and Processors.
